HOUSTON—(NBA)—Can Cassius Clay, 


name is, take a punch to the gizzard? 


Has he got the heart to stay with it after he gets his pretty 


face mussed up? 


At least, the little divertissement between him and Cleve- 


land Williams scheduled for the air-conditioned Houston 
Astrodome Nov. 14 offers the possibility of an answer to these 
questions. It shouldn't be like the recent Clay fights when 
he played the picador sticking the banderillos into the de- 
horned bulls (George Chuvalo, Brian London, Karl Milden- 
berger, et al). 


Williams has authentic credentials as a puncher. He has 


knocked out 51 men in a career that stretches back officially 
15 years but actually began four years before that, when he 
was 14 years old and fought six professional fights before 
authorities discovered he was under age. 


He hit Sonny Listen "harder than any man I know" in 


the days before Sonny discovered it was a lot more comfort- 
able under the ring lights in a supine position after a light 
tap on the jaw. Ernie Terrell, Mr. Octopus, has been flattened 
just once in his life, and that came on a left hook to the belly, 
followed by a left hook to the jaw, both delivered by the 
Big Cat, as Williams is called. 


Unlike Listen, the Cat should stay in the ring long enough 


to rake the champion a time or two and test his courage 
under fire. Any man who can take a .357 magnum slug to 
the belly, as Williams did two years ago in an encounter with 
a Texas state highway patrolman, and come up fighting, 
should be equipped to handle Clay's pitty-pals, delivered like 
a nervous bride using a powder puff. 


Williams can be had. Liston knocked him out twice and, a 


dozen years ago, Bob Satterfield (a familiar figure in boxing's 
television age) stretched Williams in the third round. Except 
for that strange Liston debacle in Lewiston, Maine, and a 
flurry against a completely ineffectual London, Clay has never 
mesmerized anybody with his punch—with his mouth, yes. 


For the first time since he won the championship, Cassius 


will be in the ring with a man his own size, too. Williams 
gives away an inch in height, but he weighs about the same 
as the Louisville Lip, outreaches him by four inches and 
exhales from a chest that expands four inches larger than 
the Lip's lung box. 


These are significant match-ups because Clay has used his 


size as a psychological lever against opponents like Floyd 
Patterson. Where Clay has an undeniable edge is in age and 
speed. He's nine years younger, at 24, than Williams, who is 
getting his first chance to fight for a championship. He's also 
swifter and a better ring general. 


But boxing people have long suspected there's a bit of 


geezer in Clay. There's too much emphasis on the unmarked 
i'ace, on the pretty boy looks to correlate with the image of a 
tough fighter. Henry Cooper, the bloody (literally) English- 
man, is the only man who has had Clay in trouble during his 
pro career. The bell helped Cassius then. His nimble feet 
have knelled the alert signal ever since. Clay dances away 
from danger, holding his hands low in obvious disdain of his 
opponents, always a step ahead of them. 


What'll happen, though, when he sees a little blood—his 


own? A tableau persists from the night he won the title in 
Miami Beach as Sonny Liston decided he couldn't lift his 
left arm any longer after six rounds. 


Just a couple of rounds earlier, Clay had wanted to stay 


in his corner and forfeit the fight because some foreign sub- 
stance had gotten into his eyes. So Angelo Dundee, his 
trainer, got him by the seat of his pants and shoved him into 
the center of the ring at the timekeeper's gong. Thus rein- 
forced, Clay went on to outlast Sonny in the Battle of the 
Reluctant Warriors. 


Cassius has grown up a lot since then—physically, at least. 


Obviously, he should be the favorite against Williams because 
he has the actions of a better fighter, the confidence of a 
champion and a distinct edge in youthful vigor. 


But last time we looked. Angelo Dundee was practicing his

"All of them," Kevin said 


emphatically, "I like them all

It is in football, however, 


that the 6-5, 275-pounder ex- 
cels. Extremely agile for his 
size, he controls everything 
that moves his way, be it to 
the inside or the outside. 


"The thing that separates 


Kevin from the others," says 
Johnny Ray, the Notre Dame 
defensive coach, "is that he 
doesn't try to get by on his 
size.

Traditionally - and the polls 


indicate it is going to happen 
again in next week's balloting — 
the party in control of Congress 
loses some seats in a nonpre- 
sidential, off-year election like 
this one. 


This doesn't mean the Repub- 


licans may gain control of Con- 
gress. The Republicans them- 
selves, in their wildest dreams, 
aren't forecasting that. They're 
mainly predicting they will pick 
up some House seats. 


If they're right, and they 


probably are, it simply means 
the big Democratic majority in 
Congress will be reduced. 


Johnson had great success 


with this expiring Congress in 
1965, less success in 1966 even 
though the Democrats retain 
their huge majority 
in both 


houses. 


Since he suffered troubles and 


frustrations 
when his Demo- 


crats far outnumbered the Re- 
publicans, he can expect even 
more when there are fewer 
Democrats to listen to him and 
more Republicans to challenge 
him. 


On top of that, unless mean- 


while 
something 
unexpected 


happens, Johnson will have to 
continue sweating out the Viet- 
namese war. The longer it 
drags on, the more discontent 
he can expect from Congress 
and the public. 


The doctors decided that, aft- 


er his Asian trip, he must rest 
for a while and then have a po- 
lyp removed from his throat 
and repairs made on an abdom- 
inal incision that was part of his 
gall bladder operation last year. 


If it hadn't been for this he 


might have spent the time be- 
tween now and next Tuesday's 
elections in a whirlwind speak- 
ing campaign to help his Demo- 
crats. Whether that would have 
done any good at this late date 
is debatable. 


Yet, 
for a master politician 


like Johnson, this has been a 
very strange election season. 


Johnson had made a few cam- 


paign speeches and trips but 
then, just as the season was 
reaching its peak, he went off to 
Manila for a conference about 
Viet Nam with the leaders of six 
other nations. 


It would seem, if he had his 


heart set on doing his utmost for 
the various Democrats in trou- 
ble, he would have spent a mini- 
mum of time in Manila and then 
returned here to go on a speak- 
ing tour of the country. Instead, 
he took 17 days to go to Manila, 
Australia, New Zealand, and 
Asian countries, even though 
it's still not clear what good this 
did for American relations with 
those countries or for bringing 
Viet Nam peace nearer. 


By itself, this was a very unu- 


sual and difficult-to-understand 
performance by a politician like 
Johnson in this political time, 
particularly since the outcome 
will affect his chances of getting 
programs through Congress. 


Johnson pitched in and made 


an all-out effort in 1964 when, 
just as now, all the House seats 
and 
one-third of the 
Senate 


seats were at stake, But there 
was a difference between then 
and now. 


In 1964 he had the most im- 


portant reason of all for pitch- 
ing in: he was running for the 
presidency. 


This is the first off-year elec- 


tion since he entered the White 
House that he could have made 
a supreme effort for his Demo- 
crats when he was not directly 
Involved. 


He chose not but he has never 


explained why.

The 
six are the Connecticut 4th, 
Pennsylvania 19th, Iowa 4th, 
Indiana 9th, Wisconsin 1st and 
Ohio 10th. They are among 44 
House districts, currently repre- 
sented by llrst-term Democrats, 
which were held by Republicans 
before 1964. Practically all ol 
the 44 Democrats are solid sup- 
porters of the Johnson adminis- 
tration. 


Congressional control — Dem- 


ocrats are assured ol retaining 
Senate control and are expected 
to keep House control, but with 
a smaller majority than their 
current ratio of 295 to 140. A 
switch of Just 25 House seats 
from pro-Johnson Democrats to 
anti-Johnson Republicans would 
have meant the deleat ol such 
key Johnson .domestic measures 
as medicare, open housing, rent 
supplements and demonstration 
cities. Thus, even lewer GOP 
gains than the oll-year average 
of 40 could mean Johnson might 
have to settle for a less ambitious 
tlous domestic program over 
the next two years and might 
threaten funding for such ap- 
proved programs as rent supple- 
ments and demonstration cities.

Hempstead County voters, like 


the rest of the State,flocked to 
the polls today in record num- 
bers for a general election.
